ments. She was not privileged 
with these amenities growing up 
in Lewisdale, an unincorporated 
part of the county and had to rely 
on the county, for basic services.

Valid Issues 

What are the best reasons for 
voting for or against the annex- 
ation? Although much has been 
said, only a few reasons strike 
me as meaningful. 

On the “For the annexation” 
side, the city will add 31 large 
homes to its single family hous- 
ing stock, now close to 850. 
With all the apartments and small 
cooperative and condominium 
homes in Greenbelt, there have 
always been Greenbelters who 
seek larger homes within the city 
in which to move growing fami- 
lies. The annexation will give 
those homeseekers a little more 
opportunity and a little more 
choice in larger housing within 
Greenbelt. It will also bring a 
little extra money into city coffers 
while expenditures are expected 
to be negligible. Finally, many 
are reluctant to say no or to ex- 
clude or build a wall to keep out 
a nice group of people, some of 
whom are children of longtime 
Greenbelt residents.

Schrom Hills Park Path 

Council approved the construc- 
tion of a path in Schrom Hills 
Park to connect Greenbrook Lake 
to the active parts of the park.

old Schrom airport runway next 
to the woods and would be con- 
structed from asphalt millings to 
create a semi-hard surface. A 
good deal of discussion preceded 
the three to two approval vote.

Was Distorted 

A letter to the editor I had 
written appeared in the Febru- 
ary 25 News Review.

Parkdale H.S. is across the 
street from Parkside and the 
church is two miles.

The Greenbelt 
police station is further from 
Parkside than the Riverdale Park 
station and at least one of the 
county stations. 

Whether annexation wins or 
loses residents of Parkside are 
most welcome to shop and eat, 
attend our places of worship, the- 
aters and other cultural events. I 
believe that residents of Greenbelt 
must at all times be friendly and 
neighborly to those in Parkside.

It has been said that I gave 
no compelling reasons for my 
vote to annex Parkside. I did, 
indeed, give several reasons for 
my decision the night council 
took its final vote. Though 
those opposed to annexation 
were not convinced, these rea- 
sons were logical and compel- 
ling enough for me: 

1. The city manager’s report 
stated that no additional em- 
ployees or equipment would be 
needed to service Parkside. 

2. Annexing Parkside would 
increase the city’s tax base and 
provide an annual $15,000 net 
revenue benefit. 

3. Greenbelt’s number of 
single-family homes would in- 
crease — a goal the city coun- 
cil has worked and negotiated 
toward for many years. 

4. Greenbelt’s boundary 
along Good Luck Road would 
be filled in, a process which 
was discussed in a 1994 Plan- 
ning Office Annexation Report. 

5. Parkside’s roads were in- 
spected by public works and 
found to be in better condition 
than many older roads in 
Greenbelt. Should Parkside’s 
roads ever neéd repair or re- 
placement, they would be 
added to the Capital Projects 
list that is set by council each 
year. 

6. City services would not 
be unduly strained. Fire and 
ambulance service would be 
provided by West Lanham Hills 
Fire Department. Parkside con- 
tracts with a private_trash col- 
lector. Their stormwater man- 
agement pond will be main- 
tained by the county. From the 
police station the police can get 
to Parkside more quickly, by 
almost four minutes, than to 
parts of Greenbelt East. 

Since the council’s vote, I 
have learned that our police 
and public works radios operate 
just fine in Parkside. In three 
years, Parkside residents have 
made only one call to the 
county police. Furthermore, 
the tax benefit was refigured, 
using the same methodology as 
in 1992, and still remains al- 
most $15,000. 

Some have voiced concern 
about what kind of 
homeowners might move into 
Parkside in future years. This 
concern could be raised about 
any of Greenbelt’s neighbor- 
hoods. The quality and-condi- 
tion of a community depend on 
the vigilance of its citizens, its 
homeowner associations, and its 
city government. The present 
quality of life in Greenbelt is 
testimony to our past success 
and suggests that these coop- 
erative efforts will continue. 

These are my compelling 
reasons for,deciding to wel- 
come Parkside and its residents 
into our Greenbelt community.

Two Relevant Issues 


There are (at least) two issues 
relevant to the upcoming elec- 
tion on the annexation of the 
Parkside homes: one is politi- 
cal in nature especially with re- 
spect to tax revenue and the 
second relates to community. 
On both of these issues, I stand 
strongly opposed to the annex- 
ation. This letter is in response 
to previous letters_to the News 


Review arguing for annexation 
1) because of the significant 
revenue that will be generated 
and 2) it would be un-neigh- 
borly not to welcome the 
people of Parkside. 

Although it is certainly right 
and good to welcome people 
into our community, there are 
practical constraints imposed 
upon a municipality, two of 
which are financial and geo- 
graphical. Both must be hon- 
ored and both indicate the in- 
appropriateness of the proposed 
annexation. 

First, the financial issue. 
The tax generated by a given 
household is proportional to 
the assessed value of that 
home. While townhomes in old 
Greenbelt sell at around 
$50,000, the value of the 
houses in the Parkside develop- 
ment are estimated at around 
$250,000 to $300,000. So, by 
these estimates, a Parkside unit 
will produce five to six times 
more tax revenue than that of 
a typical GHI unit. That the 
city is very interested in the 
tax revenue is clearly evident 
in Mayor Davis’ comment 
upon the all-too-eager city 
council’s vote to annex: “Wel- 
come to our city, welcome to 
our taxes.” While the current 
city council may have pure in- 
tentions for deciding to annex, 


the disproportional tax base. 


generated by the larger, more 
monetarily valuable Parkside 
homes may result in these 
homeowners having a similarly 
disproportional influence over 
the rules and activities of the 
City of Greenbelt. 

Now, let me move to the is- 
sue of being neighborly. It 
seems apparent to me that the 
most un-neighborly action pos- 
sible is for the people of the 
Parkside community to turn 
their backs on the natural com- 
munity adjacent to them and 
desire annexation to the dis- 
continuous Greenbelt commu- 
nity. While it is true that they 
are surrounded on three sides 
by the City of Greenbelt, all 
three of these sides are 
Greenbelt park, while the 
fourth side is the Madison Hill 
subdivision community and 
Parkdale High School across 
the street. I live in Greenbelt 
because I chose to move into 
the community. It is irrational 
and unwise to think that you 
can move this community to 
you. I believe it is part of the 
spatial proximity — being 
“nearby” — which helps bring 
the people and actions of 
Greenbelt into harmony. It is 
this same belief that has me 
strongly opposed to tearing 
apart the natural and spatially 
connected community of 
Parkside and their neighbors 
across the street by annexing 
Parkside into the City of 
Greenbelt.

Hire More Cops 

I agree we need civility in dis- 
cussing this Parkside annexation 
issue — or any other matter. I 
certainly am not angry at any 


Greenbelter on either side of this — 


controversy. Of course, that 
doesn’t apply to the two guys 
who gave me good reason one 
evening to want a cop urgently 
— and there were no cops. So 
discussion about whether annex- 
ation nets the city more or less 
than $15,000 cuts no ice for me. 
Other numbers do count: 

When I appeared before Coun- 
cil in January on this, my friend 
Mayor Davis told me council 
budgeted last year for hiring four 
more cops (they’re in the pipe 
line). I’m grateful for this tiny 
start, but it isn’t enough. Hire 
four more cops and you get less 
than one cop on the ground in 


‘Greenbelt at any one time. 


That’s because our cops work 
about 42 hours per week and 
there are 168 hours in a week, 
and sometimes a cop is off ill, or 
on vacation, or in court to testify 
about an arrest or ticketing. We 
need to hire a lot more than four. 
The other significant numbers 
you must derive each week by 
reading the “Police Blotter” col- 
umn in the News Review. How 
many armed robberies, other rob- 
beries, assaults, thefts, burglaries, 
vandalisms? How many not ar- 
rested? All in Greenbelt, but not 
enough cops. More cops might 
deter some of that. But some 
folks want now to take in more 
territory, miles away, although 
that'll require more police time 
travelling there and less time 

here.

Holds Science Fair

Fifth grader Keirra Shinault and 
sixth grader Jessica Moore were 
named grand prize winners in 
Greenbelt Elementary School’s 5 - 
6 grade science fair on Thursday, 
February 23. They will go on to 
compete in the Prince George’s 
County Science Fair in April. 

Kierra’s project was titled “The 
Ripe Stuff.” She asked “What ef- 
fect does temperature/packaging 
have on the ripening of bananas?” 
She hypothesized that bananas set 
out to ripen with no packaging and 
a warmer temperature would ripen 
faster.

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Graduation Incident Fallout Leads to Criminal Charges

The fallout from crowd con- 
trol problems at last June’s 
Greenbelt Middle School’s 
graduation ceremony at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School has cost 
a Greenbelt police officer his 
regular “police powers.” Of- 
ficer John Rogers, a nine-and-a- 
half year member of the depart- 
ment, was suspended on Febru- 
ary 24 with pay and reassigned 
to administrative duties until 
further notice. This action fol- 
lowed an official charge of sec- 
ond-degree assault brought 
against him in Circuit Court by 
the Prince George’s County 
State’s Attorney’s office. The 
victim named in the charge 
against Rogers is James Kizer, 
a cameraman with WRC TV 
Channel 4, who was filming the 
event. : 

No date has been set for 
trial in the Circuit Court. If 
convicted, Rogers faces up to 
$2,500 in fines and a maximum 
of 10 years in prison. 

The assignment to the Cir- 
cuit Court is seen by those fa- 
miliar with the case as unusual. 
Defined as “simple assault” or 
“misdemeanor,” ‘second-degree.

Rogers’ attorney, James 
Papirmeister, in eliminating the 
District Court stage, the State’s 
Attorney has denied Rogers his 
full rights to due process. Re- 
sponding to this charge, Paula 
Burr, spokeswoman for the 
State’s Attorney's office, said 
that “it is the State’s Attorney 
who decides which court to file 
a case in.”

cials and security personnel be- 
came alarmed at the unexpected 
overflow cftowd numbering 
about 1,000 to 1,300 parents and 
friends of eighth grade graduates. 
This number, which far exceeded 
the capacity of Roosevelt’s 850- 
seat auditorium, presented safety 
and fire hazards. 

With people crowding into the 
auditorium aisles and blocking ex- 
its, school and security personnel 
closed the door against others who 
wished to enter. Unable to control 
the crowd, they called for help and 
reinforcements from the Greenbelt 
Police Department, the Prince 
George’s County Fire Department, 
and the Sheriff’s Office. The 
overflow crowd, upset and frus- 
trated when they could not see the 
graduation from the auditorium 
and unhappy about being sent to 
the cafeteria, were then escorted 
out of the building. During this 
process of moving people away 
from exits and entrances, a con- 
frontation occurred between the 
crowd and police, including the in- 
cident involving officer Rogers and 
cameraman Kizer, who in the me- 
lee fell to the ground. Kizer suf- 
fered a broken collar bone. 

According to Greenbelt Police 
Chief James Craze, in a _Criminal 


investigation report, school officials’ 


had asked the police to have the 
news crew leave the school. The 
crew was complying, according to 
Craze, but, when officers were 
then requested to move the crew 
still further back from the building

entrance toward the parking lot, 
PFC Rogers came into “physical 
contact” with Kizer, who claims 
that Rogers assaulted him. 

In the report Rogers denies the 
charge. He claims instead that in 
carrying out his duty, he had an- 
nounced his presence and, while 
he was attempting to touch Kizer 
on the elbow to get his attention, 
Kizer reacted and lost his balance. 
While Rogers was trying to break 
Kizer’s fall, they both fell to the 
ground. 

This information was included 
in the report prepared by the 
Greenbelt Police Department's 
Criminal Investigation unit. Chief 
Craze emphasized that in order “to 
ensure objectivity,” his department 
had initially contacted the Mary- 
land State Police to conduct the 
investigation; however, the request 
was denied. Craze said a negative 
response was also received from 
the Prince George’s County Police 


Department and a request to the 
State’s Attorney’s office was also 
not responded to. 

- Investigation 

Only then did the Greenbelt 
Police Department undertake the 
criminal investigation. Help in 
enhancing the video filmed by 
Kizer was provided by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. According 
to the criminal investigation report, 
the enhancement showed that PFC 
Rogers announced his presence to 
Kizer but the video does not show 
“how the physical contact oc- 
curred.” However, the report states 
that both men were in some de- 
gree of physical contact. 

In conclusion, the report states 
that: (1) based on “conflicting in- 
formation” from witnesses “there 
is inconclusive evidence to support 
a criminal charge against PFC 
Rogers” and (2) the case has been 
“hampered” by legal counsel for 
Kizer and a Mr. Handly, a WRC 
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reporter on the scene, for not al- 
lowing either man to be inter- 
viewed. According to the report, 
“An incident cannot be properly 
investigated” when the person ini- 
tiating the claim refuses the oppor- 
tunity to be interviewed. 

Chief Craze said the Police De- 
partment deferred to the State’s 
Attorney’s Office for placement of 
a charge if it were deemed appro- 
priate based on the conflicting 
statements of eye witnesses, half 
of whom supported the officer’s 
version of the events and half who 
believed that an assault had oc- 
curred.

side, Parkside is distant from 
any of the other developments 
in Greenbelt. It is on the other 
side of Greenbelt Park on Good 
Luck Road, near Parkdale High 
School. If Parkside were an- 
nexed to the city, it would be 
inconvenient for city crews to 
service and maintain it — 
they would have to travel ex- 
tra minutes and extra miles to 
get there. Extra minutes and 
extra miles will make doing 
maintenance in Parkside a 
little more costly than other 
places in the city. 

Although some other parts 
of the city may be farther dis- 
tant by road from the police 
and public works facilities, 
they are contiguous to other 
developments in the city and, 
like it or not, they are already 
a part of the city. While the 
possibility 1s somewhat re- 
mote, there could be a delay 
of a few minutes in emer- 
gency police response to an 
existing area of the city be- 
cause an officer is _ at 
Parkside, if it were annexed. 
However, that needed officer 
could as easily be in another 
place remote from where the 
call is. 

Too Big? 

And, if you feel that 
Greenbelt is already too big, 
as some do, Parkside would 
make it a teeny bit bigger. 
But don’t think that annex- 
ation will encourage more de- 
velopment or more annex- 
ations. There just is not much 
land left around here to be 
developed, and whatever is

left that is privately held will 
be developed whether or not 
Parkside 1s annexed. 

Also, each annexation is a 
case by itself. Many areas 
adjacent to Greenbelt could 
have requested annexation but 
have never wanted to — for 
example, Westchester Park, 
Good Luck Estates, Dresden 
Green and Madison Hill, the 
area that recently chose to be 
annexed to Riverdale Park. It 
is unusual for a group of 
homeowners to seek annex- 
ation because annexation 
means higher taxes. 

Two irrelevant issues I 
have heard tossed about hope- 
fully will not be the basis for 
voters’ judgements at the ref- 
erendum. One is to vote “no” 
to punish the developers of 
Parkside for developing land 
that should be part of 
Greenbelt Park. The develop- 
ers are long gone, never 
sought city annexation and 
could care less about what 
happens to Parkside now. 

The other is to oppose an- 
nexation as a means of pun- 
ishing the majority of city 
council who voted on this is- 
sue without giving sufficient 
time for public input. If you’re 
mad at councilmembers, fine — 
don’t vote for them the next 
time they are up for election.
